Adjutant Gener al Ar tz has r eceiv­ 
ed letter s fr om Weir City wr itten 
after yester day’s battle 
and they 
state that the r iot is not appr oved 
by the major ity of the miner s and 
that fur ther tr ouble is not now like­ 
ly. 
Ther e was 
gr eat 
excitement 
when ^the gnews of yester day was 
r eceived, but much of it has passed 
away and 
it is hoped that cooler 
headed, law-abiding str iker s will be 
able to contr ol the lawless element.

Noah Allen, a Topeka attor ney ar ­ 
r ived last evening to defend Wal­ 
ter s, Bossfield, Lacy and other s of 
the 
str iker s ar r ested, 
should they 
need legal advice. 
A special tr ain 
on the Fr isco left her e last night for 
Weir City loaded with Winchester s 
and deputies to guar d the peace in 
that section. 
Ther e has not been 
any tr ouble at Litchfield up to to­ 
day noon. 
Last night ther e was a gr eat deal 
of uneasiness and noise. 
A 
num­ 
ber of men mar ched up and 
down 
the r oatl befor e the stockade fir ing 
guns. 
The car penter s wor king on 
the stockade continued their wor k 
and cots had been pr ovided for the 
men to sleep on inside the fence and 
at night nothing can be seen except 
the 
sentinels 
as they pace to and 
fr o. 
By 
this evening the stock­ 
ade will be about completed.

BLOODSHED THE RESELL 


Win ch esters, Clu b s a n d Revo lvers 
Ereely Esed —Grea t Excitemen t 
a n d Eea r o f Eu rth er 
Tro u b le. 


W e i r 
C i t y , July 2 1 . — The pr ac­ 
tice pur sued of stopping the str ip 
pit miner s fr om wor king r esulted, 
yester day after noon, in a fier ce b a t­ 
tle at Clements’ pit, one mile south 
of this city. 
At that hour 500 men, headed by 
100 women, visited the neighbor ­ 
hood of the pit and sent a comm it­ 
tee to tr y and induce the miner s to 
quit. 
This 
they 
r efused 
to do, 
and 
when the committee r epor ted, 
the 
entir e body moved on the wor ks to 
for ce the men out. 
When they had passed the tr es­ 
pass line they wer e fir ed upon by 
the str ip men and a gener al battle 
ensued, in which Winchester r ifles, 
pistols and clubs wer e used. 
Over 
100 shots wer e fir ed, and 
it 
is a 
wonder 
that 
mor e 
wer e 
not 
wounded. 
One man was wounded 
in 
the 
for ehead, another in the leg, a boy 
in the foot and a Fr ench woman in 
the ar m. 
None of the wounds wer e 
fatal. 
A number wer e badly beaten with 
clubs and clubbed guns. 
The city mar shal and deputies, it 
is said, 
wer e afr aid to tackle the 
cr owd. 
The men in the str ip wer e defeat­ 
ed by the str iker s and lied for their 
lives, pur sued by the mob, who, it 
is 
r epor ted, would have 
lynched 


themi had they been caught. 
Ther e 
was an enclosur e ar ound the pit 
which was br oken into by the str ik­ 
er s. 
The owner of the pit, Clem ­ 
ents, 
his 
son 
and a man called 
“ 
Big D ick” Reed, ar c said to be 
the ones who did the shooting, and 
and 
it 
is 
r epor ted 
that 
they 
gave themselves 11 p and wer e r un 
out 
of 
the 
countr y 
for 
safe 
keeping. 
The 
excitement 
was 
intense 
after 
the 
shooting 
and 
it was fear ed matter s would become 
wor se, 
but 
a 
pr ominent 
str iker , 
Geor ge R. Fulton, made the cr owd 
a speech in which he advised them 
to keep cool and counseled peace. 
Ther e 
has 
never 
been 
such a 
feeling 
of 
alar m and insecur ity in 
Weir City. 
Ther e is talk on ever y 
hand of bur ning and violence. 
The 
city officer s have been notified and 
asked to take pr ecautions, but they 
take 
no 
action. 
Ther e 
is bitter 
feeling against the sher iff because 
of his r efusal to pr otect 
pr oper ty. 
He 
said 
last 
night that Gr anat’s 
shaft might have thr ee deputies to­ 
day, but they must not have guns. 
It 
is 
openly 
char ged that, being 
elected 
as a populist, he does 
not 
dar e offend the leader s among the 
str iker s 
with 
whom 
he consults. 
Many of the str iker s boast that they 
have the state 
administr ation 
and 
the county administr ation with them 
and 
can 
do pr etty much as they 
please.

the strikers to compel men who were 


not strikers to ipiit 
work. 
Such 


rank oppression will nearly always 


cause a fight in A m eiica, where the 


working man feels himself a sover­ 


eign to do as he pleases with his 


own labor. 


I t seems that Patrick Gallagher, 


the Pennsylvania c c n v ic t and c o n ­ 


fessed poisoner, is an all round liar. 


H e first confessed participating in 


a plot to poison non-union w o rk ­ 


men at H om estead, and im plicated 


H u gh Derapsy, 
a prominent labor 


leader. 
T h e other day he “ c o n ­ 


fessed” 
that the story which c o n ­ 


victed 
D e m p sy was a falsehood; 


now he confesses that his confession 


is a lie, and any story he m ay tell

T h e Colorag:lo potato-beetle is prac­ 
tically under the th m n b o f paris green. 
T h e coddling- moth wliose larvae infest 
our apples, 
is readily controlled by 
sprayin g the trees v^ith the same poi­ 
son at the 
proper season. 
So w ith 
m any other pests of the farm er and 
fruit-grow er. 
B ut, as I’rofessor Riley 
estim ates th a t on^^'-tenth of our agri­ 
cultural products is an n ually ruined 
by iiLsects, it is cvbleiit th at plenty of 
w ork remains to be .lone in this direc­ 
tion. 
'I he total an n u al loss from insects 
in the United S ta le s is placed by the 
best 
entomologicaT 
authorities 
at 
about 5^.180,()0(),UíM). 
As the entom olo­ 
gists of the various .state agricultural 
experim ent 
stations 
and 
of 
the 
natitmal dep artm en t of 
agricultu re 
pursue their 
investig-ations 
further 
this enorm ous loss w ill be g rea tly re­ 
duced. 
W hen 
their 
labors 
become better 
know n and 
appreciated their oppor­ 
tunities for w'ork, as w ell as the means 
at their dis;i)osal, w ill 
be 
increased. 
M any more hands and brains w ill be 
needed to do the w'ork, and yo un g men 
and women trained in entom ology w ill 
be called for as assistants. 
Mi>st of the states have 
now es­ 
tablished 
agricu ltu ral 
experim ent 
stations, and at the ma jo rity of these 
an entom ologist is busily at w ork on 
his specialty. Some o f tlie agricultu ral 
colleges give

entom ology, and as 11 u‘ farmers learn 
to better appreciate its money value 
to them they w ill devote more and 
more tim e to its study.
